Flreprooftnc Wood. 


Another method of fireproofing wood 


bas beeu brought forward—this time 
at Hurlingham. where the British Non- 
inflammable Wood company has given 
an exhibition designed to demonstrate 
the security against fire of bcildinga 
constructed" with timber treated by 
their new pnxvss. For the purpose of 
the enpfriinent two buildings about 11 
feet square and 80 in height had been 
get up—similar in all respects, except 
that one was made of "treated" timber 
and the other of ordinary timber, each 
being also furnished-with a chimney for 
the purpose of creating a strong draft 
and facilitating combustion. Outside of 
these houses, ou the windward, firewood 
and shavings were, piled, which were 
set on fire simultaneously. In five min- 
utes the building of ordinary timber 
was well on fire and in about half an 
hour reduced to ashes, -while the other 
structure remained intact save for the 
charring of the woodwork on the side 
exposed to the direct action of the 
flames. A further test had meanwhile 
been applied by igniting a pile of shav- 
ings and fagots inside, but again the 
effect was merely to char the wood, 
which did not break into flame. A box, 
too, made of the treated wood and 
which had been placed in the midst of 
the ignited material -was afterward 
drawn out practically uninjured.—New 
York Snn.

A new telephone for which great 


things are promised was exhibited in 
the office of a telephone company in 
New York a few days ago Its inventor 
claims that although intended for a 
public telephone it will have all the 
advantages of a private telephone with- 
out having any of the disadvantages, 
the new telephone is said to be a rad- 
ical improvement on the present sys- 
tem, and will not only dispense with 
the services of th« operators at the ex- 
change, bnt will Materially lessen the 
cost of maintenance of the system by 
requiring fewer wires. 


The new telephone has a switch with 


60 or more numbers on it, and to call a 
subscriber it is necessary only to pat a 
ping m the hole corresponding to the 
subscriber's number and torn the switch, 
when he is called np instantly without 
distorting the bells of any of the other 
snbembera on the line.

They know the hardship* of being coop- 
ed up in two small, Btoffy room*, with- 
out a breathing spot to go to on warm 
nights. 
Out of their experience hua 


grown a plan so simple, so perfect, that 
Jacob Kiln. whi*e writing on tene- 
ment life have woo for him worldwide 
celebrity, says: "I consider it an extraor- 
dinary and marveloo* achievement; 
marvele*M in its simplicity and demon- 
stration. We have all been groping 
within reach of the solution without 
finding it I am content to know that 
the question I judged incapable of solu- 
tion has been solved after all." 


"The house will be • fact before 


many months," said Miss Gannon re- 
cently, "for well known architects have 
examined oar drawings, and there is no 
doubt we shall soon receive a permit to 
go on with the building. 


"When Miss Hands and I made np 


oar muds to plan a tenement house, 
we realized bow very little we knew of 
lie life in one. We could design a home 
:or ourselves. We have bnilt many pret- 
ty villas along the Jersey coast and 
elsewhere, bnt how provide for peo- 
>Ie of whose necessities we knew noth- 
ng? That was a serious question, and 
there was but one way to answer it—to 
go and get acquainted with such people 
and their needs. 


"We went down to Forsythe street 


and hired two rooms. Nobody knew us 
or our reason for going there. We began 
tonsekeeping under just abont the same 
conditions as though we were two poor 
factory girls. We made our home aa 
iretty ta possible, but that was due to 
ndgmeut in buying rather than ei- 
tense. We never called upon our neigh- 
tors unless there was some reason fordo- 
ng so, but we went ont of the way to 
find a reason, for we wanted to become 
acquainted with them. 


Take the smallest apartment in the 


house we have planned and see what it 
offers—three rooms, all lighted and 
well ventilated, and a closet S by 6 feet 
n each one, not built in wardrobes, but 
regular closet*. First there is the living 
room, which contains a built in range 
'or coal and gas, a sink with hot and 
cold water and a large kitchen dresser. 
Adjoining this room, but entirely sep- 
arate, is a room where the tubs are sit- 
uated, a sort of extra room. It contains 
two stationary washtnbs with sliding 
partition between them, which when 
•emoved converts them into a bathtub. 
>ther conveniences are entirely sep- 
arate, screened with partitions. The 
loor of this room U cemented and the 
walls are of bard finished plaster, which 
permit of turning on the hose and flush- 
ing it thoroughly. The sleeping room is 
commodious, and, like the others, is 
well ventilated. All the rooms open 
either on to the street or inner court, 
which is 29.6 feet by 50 feet At night 
.his will be lighted with arc lights. 
Each apartment *•<*«» large balcony 
without any opening, like a fire escape, 
and is capable of accommodating the 
entire family. 


There are no halls in this model 


tenement. The stairs are situated in the 
courtyard, and the rooms are entered 
;hrough the balconies. In the center of 
the staircase is a freight elevator. 


"In a building of this kind no particu- 


lar style of architecture has been follow- 
ed. It is nearer the renaissance than 
anything else, as near renaissance aa 
practical for the purposes intended. It 
will be of buff brick, with limestone trim- 
mings, six stories high and 50 by 100 
feet There will be eight apartments on 
each floor, and the rents will range from 
(S to $18 a month for three to six rooms. 
The building is fireproof, and we have 
teen given the lowest insurance rates of 
any tenement house in New York," 


It would be difficult to tell what 


share each of us has taken in the work," 
said Miss Hands. "We are partners, 
snd we work together with just one 
end in view—success. One will suggest 
something, the other something else, 
and we work until wa get what we 
think is best We try to be practical 
and to remember we are planning for 
those who are going to live in the 
bouse, not ourselves. In thinking of 
the tenants we have not forgotten the 
stockholders who will put np the build- 
ing We have tried to utilize every inch 
rf space to the best advantage. 


"While it is not a charitable scheme, 


it is one which cannot fail to appeal to 
those interested in helping the wage 
oaruer «ecuro for himself and family 
better surroundings. The promoters iu- 
cinde Clarence M. Hyde, Mrs. ,7. Pier- 
pont Morgan, .Tames J. Goodwin, Mrs.

HOW TO GO TO SLEEP. 


A New Plan Tor Overcoming Inaomnla 


and Securing Sweet Slumber. 


To the many who are troubled by 


restless nights it will be of interest to 
know the methods used by Dr. J. R 
Learned of Northampton, Mass., for in- 
ducing sleep without taking drugs. He 
detailed his experience at the recent 
meeting of the British Medical associa- 
tion at Montreal. 


As the brain, running automatically, 


without our consent, is generally the 
cause of delay in sleep coming, he at once 
upon retiring sets big brain working to 
direct the respiratory process. The res- 
pirations must be counted to see that 
they are fewer in number, regular, deep 
and somewhat contracted. In addition 
certain groups of musclea are employed 
in silent contraction in rontinn order. 
Constant change brings different groups 
in uae. The head may be slightly ele- 
vated from the pillow for a certain time 
by the count of respirations. 


All this may be done so quietly that 


a sleeping companion is not aroused. 
Soon muscle and brain are in the nor- 
mal state that incites sleep. The sense 
of fatigue causes the brain to forget its 
duty to regulate the breathing process, 
the muscles cease to expand, and sleep 
controls the whole system.
